Just here is the crnz— tho cracial 
teat of the pe r p etn i t y of oar form 
of government. When the en 
lightened, sane, and consei vative, 
element, can come lo the front, 
and eliminaia soaM of oor fsetered 
political methodsdf bayiag. legis 
laturcs, electing senators and con 
gressmau. we may hope to 'reach 
a point ot ftiracas. ss between 
capital aad labor, that ohdl insure 
an equi table adjustmeat ol the ex- 
isting differences. 

We believe a great step forward 
IMS been aiade tn this direetion. 
Corporations have been compelled 
by legislation and public senti- 
ment to yield to Labor some of its 
duea thatformerly wat not recog 
nized. Wo hoaeol? and ainoerely 
believe that, labor shall not be 
comi>eIled to serve the public in 
any capacity more than ^one third 
of the twontv4bar hon'rs per day. 
We believe that a corporation has 
no moral right to demand longer 
daya ^ si^vicc from their effl> 



pluyes than the regular divis on of 
time, universall/ agreed upon, 
vi^: Liboi, one third, recreation 
Md private affaini one third, and 
rest one third, leaving to the em- 
ployee to decide how be shall nse 
his recreation period. 

Be may choose to pat it in as sn 
additional asset, in the employ- 
ment of the corporation he serves. 

Leaving those mooted questions, 
of Tariff Reform, and the Labor 
proUem to the intelhienae of the 
American people, we return to the 
personal consideiation of our can- 
didates for the presidency.
